Oklahoma Town Follows 
Precedent Set by Name- 
sake in [Illinois --- Victim 
Had Swung for Fifteen 
Seconds When Saved by 
Police. 


Collinsville, Okla., April 19.—A coun- 
terpart of the recent lynching of Rob- 
ert Prager, in Collinsville, Ill., was 
checked while in full swing here to- 
night only because Charles Miller, as- 
sistant chief of police, was able to con- 
vince a mob of fifty men that it would 
be better to give Henry Rheimer, al- 
leged pro-German, a chance before the 
council of defense early Saturday morn- 
ing, rather than to take his life with- 
out an unprejudiced hearing. 

Rheimer had been hanging fifteen 
seconds when Miller induced the mob 
to cut him down. He was in a semi- 
conscious condition, but will recover, | 
it is thought. 

Rheimer is 50 years old, and says he 
is of Russian birth, although evidence 
in the hands of the council of defense 
is said to indicate he was a German. 
He was one of the supporters of the 
German school which was closed here 
two weeks ago’ by order of a commit- 
tee from the council of defense. At 
that time Rheimer is alleged to have 
said: 

Hatred for Flag. 

“T hate the United States flag. I 
don’t want it around. I did not and 
will not observe the food pledge be- 


cause I cannot live up to its require- 


ments.” 

Mrs. Rheimer also is said to have| 
expressed hatred for the flag. Before} 
the council of deiense committee left! 
the Rheimer house, an American flag | 
was suspended from the front window. | 
Rheimer was instructed to leave it 
there for the period of the war. 

Today reports reached Collinsville 
that the flag had been removed. 

Two members of the council of de- 
fense immediately went to the Rheimer 
place which is two miles west of Col- 
linsville, and placed him under arrest. 
He was brought to town and lodged in 
jail. 

Taken From Jalil. 


Tonight a mob of fifty men entered 
the jail, overpowered Assistant Chief 
Miller and two patrolmen and took 
Rheimer from his cell. 

Leading the prisoner to the second 
floor of the city hall, into the home 
guard armory, the men stood him ona 
chair, wrapped an electric light cord 
twice around his neck, attached the 
other end to the supports of a basket- 
ball goal and commandeed him to kiss 
every star in the flag. 

Rheimer complied with the demand, 
apologized for whatever disloyal state- 
ments he may have made and swore 
a new allegiance. 

Then the chair was removed and 
Rheimer’s writhing body swung twice 
past the goal post. 

On the pleadings of Miller the mem- 
bers of the mob relented and, as the 
body swung back, he was lifted to the 
chair again while the cord was lhos-

French Reinforcements As- | 


sure Defeat of German At-| 
tempt to Reach Channel 
Ports---U. S. Troop Move- 
ments Expedited. 


Washington, April 19.—Events on 
the western battle front are shaping 
themselves, officers here believe, not 
only for defeat of the German drive, 
but for a counter offensive by General 
Foch’s armies that may open the road 
to an allied military victory. 

A wave of optimism swept today 
over not only American officials, but | 
also the military men of the allied | 
missions in Washington. Some of them 
think it,will be some days yet before 
General Foch can complete his troop 
dispositions for a great thrust at the 
enemy, but others look-for word that 
he had struck at any time. 

The news from the battle front was 
distinctly cheering. The British lines 
in the hard-stricken Flanders froat 
were holding firmly. French reln- | 
forcements had arrived there, making 
practically certain that the German 
drive toward the channel ports from 
that direction has been defeated. 

Italians in Fight. 

At the same time official announce- 
ment came from Rome that Italian 
troops were already pouring into 
France to share in the crucial struggle 
there. This, added to the optimism, for 
it means that the fighting men of 
France, italy, Great Britain, Belgium, 
Portugal and the Russian units are be- 
ing massed under one leader for a 
mighty’ blow when the time comes. 

There were many indications today 
of increased pressure toward getting 
American troops overseas in time to 
share fully in the battles this summer 
upon which may rest the final issue. 

Secretary Baker conferred for sev- 
eral hours with President Wilson, the 
regular cabinet meeting being cancelled 
to clear the way for the conference, 
which had to do with both immediate 
and future steps for accelerating Amer- 
ican participation in the struggle. It 
was the first opportunity Mr. Baker 
has had to present fully to the com- 
mander-in-chief his report on his trip 
along the fighting lines and give the 
president at first hand an account of 
the mighty work General Pershing 
and his officers have done in France 
and are doing. 

At his office later, Mr. Baker con- 
ferred with Lord Reading, British am- 
bassador. The subject of their con- 
versation was not stated, but it is/| 
known to have concerned expediting 
the movement of American troops to 
the theater of war.

| 200 GERMAN DIVISIONS 


ON WESTERN FRONT. 

There are on the western front about 
260 German divisions. Of these 12 
have been located on last Wednesday 
and not more than four have been put 
in since. This would leave the Ger- 
mans 70 fresh divisions, but these 70 
have been holding the line along the 
sectors not affected by the present 
fighting. Concelvably' the 
may have transferred certain of the 
divisions badly mauled by the Somme 
fighting to quiet sectors, but this 
process could not be applied indefinite- 
ly and it is at least certain that the 70 
divisions which have not yet appeared 
on the operative front are by no means 
comparable in value to the 130 divi- 
sions which have been employed. in 
a word, the German has used his best. 
He has not used al! of it or most of it, 
but he cannot in many months organize 
another such blow as fell upon the 
fifth British army a month ago. 

Of the 130 divisions which the Ger- 
mans have used in the battle, so far 
about 100 have not appeared on the 
north and must, in large part, be still 
back of the front betweeén Arras and 
the Oise. Out of these divisions and 
such divisions as he has drawn from 
quiet sectors, the German must develop 
his new thrust, and it is patent to 
all military men that if he spends this 
great remaining force in one more co- 
lossal blow, his power for the offen- 
sive for a long time will be exhausted. 
GENERAL FOCH 
HAS HARD PROBLEM. 

The question of a counter attack by 
Foch depends entirely upon the com- 
parative strength of allied and German 
reserves. His problem is to attack be- 
fore the Germans have had time to 
fortify their new front too strongly, 
but not until their reserves have been 
so néarly exhausted that they would 
be unable to follow an allied offensive 
by still another attack, when allied 
reserves had been exhausted in an in- 
decisive assault. 

Some part of allied reserves has been 
used to support the British at the 
Somme and again at the Lys. But we 
are told by the Italian prime minister 
that Italians troops are going. to 
France.

Italian Troops Join Forces 
in France. 


New York, April 19.—(By Associat- 
ed Press. From European Cables of 
the Day.)\—Over the battlefields of 
France and Flanders, where terrific 
Struggies have been waged almost 
Wwithoat intermission since March 21, 


there has come what appears to be a 
lull. 


Official reports tell little of actual 
conditions. They Say that the situa- 
tion is unchanged, which may indicate 
that both sides are exhausted by their 
exertions in the engagements that 
have been fought, or that they are 
busy bringing up artillery and fresh 
troops to renew the struggle. 

Correspondents at the front tell of 
miserable weather—cold and rain and 
sleet—to add to the already known 
bad conditions of the lowlands, which 
are virtually quagmires through which 


men and materials can be moved only 
with difficulty. 


The opposing armies have been fight- 
ing in a flat, marshy country since 
April 9, and this ground, difficult 
enough under normal) conditions, has 
been made still more nearly impassable 
by rains and the tempest of high ex- 
plosive shells that has blasted roads 
and fields.

Calls for a Better 
Street Paving System 
In Interest of City 


S. A. Albright, well known in At- 
lanta as an active member of the local 
branch of the American Federation of 
Musicians, and long identified with the 
Plumbing business in Atlanta, called 
yesterday on The Constitution to com- 
mend its efforts to secure a better 
system of street paving improvement 
for the city. 


“No newspaper in Atlanta ever did 
a better service for the public than The 
Constitution is doing along this line,’ 
said Mr. Albright. “Everything about 
our street paving system seems to be 
wrong, and revolutionary changes are 
necessary. 

“One of the main troubles its that 
when a paving contract is let the work 
is too often done on an unsatisfactory 
basis, resulting in a bum job. Most 
cities contract for paving on a basis 
that will guarantee good wear for many 
years. Here in Atlanta we are fortu- 
nate if we get a paving job that lasts 
twelve months. The holes in our streets 
are a disgrace to the city, and the 
trouble is not only with the main ave- 
nues of the city, but the side streets on 
which the great masses of the people 
live. They-are ready to do their part 
if they could only feel assured that 
they would get the worth of their 
money. But such is not the case now. 

“All ever the city streets are being 
torn up for plumbing and sewer piping 
and after the pipes are put in the holes 
in the streets are left there for an in- 
definite period. There is a city regu- 
lation requiring that when streets are 
torn up for this purpose the paving 
shall immediately be put back. Some- 
body ought to be held responsible for 
seeing to it that public work is not 
neglected in any such manner and cer- 
tainly those who pay for street paving 
have a right to be protected against 
such neglect. 

“IT hope that The Constitution will 
continue its good work until the city of 
Atlanta has a street paving system

General Sage Unable to 
Make Statement Concern- 
ing Future of Camp Due to 
Delay in Arrival of Instruc- 
tions From War Depart-

General William H. Sage, Camp Gor- 
don’s new commander,. took ‘formal 
charge of the camp and its affairs yes- 
terday afternoon immediately follow- 
ing his arrival in Atlanta at 2:30 
o’clock. 

When interviewed by a Constitution 
reporter only a short time after he took 
command of Camp Gordon, General 
Sage stated that, due to a probable de- 
lay in the mails, he has received no 
instructions from the war department 
concerning the status of Gordon, and is, 
therefore, unable to give any informa- 
tion as to what will be the future of 
the Georgia cantonment. 
| The general impression at the camp, 
however, is that Gordon will lose its 
identity in the future as a training 
camp, and will become a replacement 
camp for fighting units determined on 
for overseas service. This is equiv- 
alent to saying that the camp will be- 
come a base of units not filled to war 
Strength, and that they will receive 
their full quota of troops during their 
stay at the camp. 

For Transient Units. 

The transfer of a brigade of regular 
army troops, to be filled to war 
strength, is a strong indication that 
this belief is true. The plan of the war 
department to increase Camp Gordon to 


a capacity of 60,000 troops has already 
been published in detail, and this is an- 
other évidence of the replacement idea. 
The new commander of the camp has 
been in the service for 41 years, and is 
known as one of the most highly effi- 
cient commanders in the army. He has 
seen wide service in Alaska, the Phil-| 
ippines and all parts of the United 
States, and is eminently fitted to as- 
sume his post at Camp Gordon.

UBERTY LOAN DAY 
JS MEMORIAL DAY 


Naming of April 26 as Of- 
ficial Liberty Loan Day 
Places Two Important Cel-' 
ebrations on Same Date. 


St. Elmo Massengale, director of pub- 
licity for the third Liberty Loan for 
the Sixth Federal Reserve district, 
drew attention Friday to the fact that 
April 26, the date designated by Presi- 
dent Wilson to be-known as “Liberty 
Loan day,” falls on the same date as 
Memorial day, the day when the en- 
tire south pays tribute to the veterans 
of the confederate cause and holds in 
special remembrance all of the heroes, 
living and dead, who followed the Stars 
and Bars. 

Mr. Massengale feels that there is 
a special significance for the south in 
this fact and draws the parallel be- 
tween the effort now being made in 
the loan drive to show 100 per cent 


support and loyalty to the administra- 
tion and the entire nation, and the 
agreement entered into by the confed- 
eracy when the southern states laid 
down the sword and vowed eternal al- 
legiance to the United States. 

A bulletin has been drawn up and 
was mailed on Friday night to the 
chairmen of the loan committees in all 
counties, towns and cities in the dis- 
trict, in which their attention is drawn 
to this peculiar significance of dates. 

Bulletin Is Issued, 

This bulletin reads as follows: 
To All Chairmen: 

By prociamation dated April 18, the presi- 
dent of the United States has designated 
April 26, 1918, as Liberty day, and has re- 
quested the people to assemble in their re- 
spective communities on the afternoon of 
that day and “liberally pledge anew their 
financial support to sustain the nation’s 
cause.”’

CAMPAIGN TO INCREASE |! 
POTATO CONSUMPTION | 
| 

| 


The United States food administration and 
the United States department of agriculture 
are starting a campaign throughout many 
sections of the country to stimulate the peo- 
ple to eat more potatoes during the next 
two months. This is being done in order to | 
aid in getting to the market and into use| 
the very large quantities of potatoes which | 
are still being held in shipping sections, : 
and which if unusual efforts are not made. 
are in danger of being left on the farmers’ | 
hands. Considering the present lack of: 
wheat it is essential that such a valuable | 
substitute as potatoes be used, and that ) 
none be allowed to go to waste. 

If a campaign urging a greater use of | 
potatoes is to be suceessful it is necessary |} 
that the price to the consumer be suffi- | 
ciently low to enable him to purchase lib- 
erally. It is generally agreed that consum- | 
ers will not buy freely if the retail price ex- : 
ceeds $1.25 per bushel, or from 30c io 3b6c' 
per peck. Liberal supplies must be kept com- . 
ing to the market at prices which will allow | 
the .retailer to sell at not to exceed these | 
figures if the “drive’’ is to accomplish its 
purpose. 

In order to have plentiful supplies on hand | 
to meet the stimulated demand which a} 
publicity campaign will cause, dealers doubt- 
less will place larger orders than usual and 
the effect will probably be evident at ship- | 
ping points. Under usual conditions this' 
would tend to cause a rise in price, but it 
is desired to sound a warning to botf! grow- 
ers and distributors that the present condl- 
tions are not ‘‘usual’’ and that if prices at 
shipping points are raised unduly such action 
on the part of growers and distributors will 
make it necessary for wholesale and retail 
prices in the markets to be advanced. This 
will immediately threaten the success of the 
campaign, for if consumers, after having 
been told that they can get potatoes cheap, 
see prices going up, they will feel that they 
have been imposed upon, will stop buying 
potatoes freely and will leave the situation 
as it is now. 

Wholesale and retail dealers in nearly all 
of the principal cities are pledging them- 
selves fo handle potatoes on narrow mapnrgins 
of profit and push their sale. Newspapers 
are giving thousands of dollars worth of 
free publicity. Food administration and de- 
partment workers are demonstrating methods 
of using potatoes throughout the whole coun- 
try. Through the co-operation of all parties 
involved, the campaign which is now ufidenr 
way may aid very materially in solving the 
the present deplorable situation by moving 
into the markets very substantial quantities 
of potatoes now held in shipping sections. 
However, since the movement depends to a 
large extent upon what the consumer pays, 
every effort must be made by growers and 
distributors to keep potatoes moving into the 
markets freely and at reasonable prices.

THEORY OF SUICIDE 
ADVANCED IN CASE 
OF CHARLES HOGAN 


The theory was advanced Friday that 
Private Charles A. Hogan .committed 
suicide and was not the victim of a 
murderer, following tHe discovery of a 
note written in a memorandum book 
found in his pocket.

The note, written with a pencil, was 
not signed.

It 
read: 

To the World: 

I loved my mother and cannot get over 
her death. Forgive me for what I have 
done, Please send my body to Mrs. J. Drad- 
ley, 114 Hill street, Brooklyn, N. Y 

Hogan’s mother, it was learned, died 
March 23, 1918. 

A loose page from Hogan's book wus 
found some distance from the body, 
and on it was scribbled some words 
that were illegible from the blood 
which had soaked the paper. 

The detectives state that the hody 
was found 200 feet from the razor, 
which was found on the ground, sand it 
appeared that Hogan must have walk- 
ed or dragged himseif that distance 
after he was wounded. aAn effort to 
identify that razor was being made 
Friday at Fort McPherson. 

Hogan’s head was almoat severed 
from his body, and the officers, though

It really just means 
a slight increase in the amount you 
buy, or better, a decrease in the amount 
of wheat. And there are ways innumer- 
able of using. that other cereals, what- 
ever they may be. 

There is barley, for instance. Few 
people realize how many ways there 
are of using it, outside of the com- 
mon one—broth for babies and in-

Barley Ocreal.

Georgia Is Co-operating 
Plans to Feed U. S. Sol- 


diers in France. 


Evidence of the splendid way in 
which the people of Georgia are co- 
operating to feed the soldiers in France 
by voluntarily offering to the gov- 


ernment their surplus of flour, is con- 
tained in more than 2,500 letters be- 
ing received daily at the office of D. F. 
McClatchey, executive secretary for 
the federal food administration. 
Estimates from the reports already 
received show that Georgia has enough 
flour on hand now to last until next 
harvest, without a single barrel be- 
ing shipped in from other sections. 
Georgia was the first state in the 
country to ask for an embargo on 
flour shipments. 
Major McClatchey states that within 
the next few days more than 30,000 
letters will be on file in his office 
containing a comprehensive inventory 
of the flour supplies in the state. 
Heavy penalties were imposed upon 
two violators of the food administra- 
tion laws Friday by Major McClatchey. 
J. J. Bennett, a farmer, of Bartow 
county, was sentenced to pay $50 to 


the Cartersville chapter of the Red 
Cross and invest $100 in Liberty Bonds, 
Henry Blair, a merchant of Moultrie, | 
was ordered to contribute $200 to the | 
Moultrie chapter of the Red Cross, and | 
was allowed to éontinue his business | 
on probation. 
The former was charged with hoard- 
ing flour and misrepresenting the! 
amount on hand in buying more, and 
the latter was charged with selling 
flour in amounts in excess of that al- 
lowed by the food administration.

EXEMPTION BOARDS 
COMPETENT JUDGES 


Liberty Boends—— 


Provost Marshal General Crowder on 
Friday notified officials of the selec- 
tive service system in this state that 
local boards shall be the competent 
judges of a soldier’s fitness for a farm 
furlough. whether he is a draft man, 
a national guard man, or a regularly 
enlisted soldier. 

The order does not change the status 
of the local boards in relation to fur- 
loughs, for final rejection of a peti- 
tion for furlough: still rests with the 
camp or post commander. But the 
authority of the boards to recommend 
furloughs and to investigate the real 
necessity for furlough in each case 
has been widened by the order so that 
not only drafted men from each dis- 
trict, but all other serving men are in- 
cluded in its jurisdiction. 

The message as sent to Major Joel 
B. Mallet, Georgia selection officer, was 
as follows: 

‘“TLoca] boards have been selected to pass 
upon farm furloughs for the reason that they 
are familiar with agricultural conditions in 
their jurisdictions.

If boards have not been 
furnished with furlough forms, immediately 
supply.

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COTTON PRIE-FUING 


Call for Meeting in Atlanta on 
May 1 Issued by the 
Farmers’ Union. 


Representative farmers from every 
Georgia county have been called to 
meet in Atlanta for two days, May 1 
and 2, under the auspices of the state 
farmers’ union. They have been served 


with notice that the meeting will be 
particularly important and that the 
proposed price-fixing of cotton will be 
the subjectyof vigorous disoussion and 
possibly of drastic action. 

The meeting will be held in the hall 
of the 2 genanenre at the state capitol. 
J. H. Milfs, president of the state union, 
and Charles S. Barrett, head of the 
National Farmers’ union, will preside 
at the sessions. 

Among the speakers scheduled to ap- 
pear before the farmers are Governor 
Dorsey, J. J. Brown, commissioner of 
agriculture; Mr. Barrett, their national 
president, and M. L. Johnson, head of 
the Georgia legislative agricultural 
committee. 

Production Reduced, 

Georgia counties south and west of 
}& line drawn between Newnan, Cow- 
eta county, and Waycross, Ware coun- 
ty, have experienced sharp reductions 
in their cotton production in four years, 
according to B. H. Groover, assistant 
commissioner of agriculture, who Fri- 
day applied to a map of the state sta- 
tistics recently compiled from 1917 pro- 
duction figures, 

It was shown that some counties of 
southwest Georgia have cut their cot- 
ton production in half since 1914. And 
this was ascribed to the boll weevil 
and to reduction of cotton acreage. 

Georgia, according to these statis- 
tics, becomes divided into three gsec- 
tions. The far northern and north- 
eastern counties have suffered little 
from the boll weevil and have kept up 
their acreage well. A wide strip ex- 
leading from the northwest to the 
southwest has suffered a little from 
thé weevil, but has not materially re- 
duced its acreage for that or other 
reasons, and its production has kept up. 


Much Cotton Destroyed. 


The counties south and west of the 
Newnan-Waycross line, however, have 
lost heavily from the dual cause. 
Acreage has been reduced and pro- 
duction thereby made less, and weevils 
have destroyed much of the cotton 
that the acreage should have produced. 

It is declared probable that next 
year’s figures will show a much great- 
er reduction north and east of this 
line, because farmers will have taken 
not only the weevil, but patriotism, 
into their calculations. 

While figures were not obtainable 
on production of food and feedstuffs to 
compare with the production of cotton, 
it was believed that the counties which 
showed reduced cotton production 
would also show increased food pro- 
duction and that not the largest per 
cent of the decrease would be traced | 
to the weevil.

MAKE THE IDLERS WORK. 


At the instigation of Governor Dorsey, 
and supported by state, federal and munic- 
ipal peace authorities generally, the coun- 
ceils of many of the larger cities of Georgia 
have under consideration ‘local legislation 
whereby to reduce idleness to the minimum, 
forcing habitual loafers and loiterers to 
work, either at wages or on a chain gang. 

This movement is in the right direction. 

H. M. Stanley, state commissioner of 
labor, is authority for the statement that 
“in all of the cities there are a number of 
idle negroes, who are not vagrants, but who 
work only two or three days in the week. 
It is estimated that there are from 2,000 to 
4,000 of them in Atlanta alone.” 

To the same point W. E. Dunn, Jr., sec- 
retary of the Southern Metal Trades asso- 
ciation, said in a recent communication to 
Chief Beavers that in his opinion neither 
negroes nor white men should be permitted 
to loiter away their time in pool rooms or 
elsewhere, “particularly in these times 
when manufacturing establishments, and 
many of them with government contracts, 
are being hampered on account of the short- 
age of colored labor, and on account of the 
fact that what laborers they have are ineffi- 


“ cient and lay off several days a week.” 


Mr. Dunn declares, furthermore, that 
“production by the manufacturers through- 
out the sOuth is being seriously retarded on 
account of the indifference on the part of 
colored labor, in working only about half the 
time.” 

There is evidence indicating some of the 
negroes bealieve that Commissioner Stan- 
ley’s statement, and all of the current anti- 
idleness agitation, is aimed directly at that 
race. The answer to that is to be found in 
the communication from B. J. Davis, a well- 
known Atlanta negro, which appears else- 
where upon this page. 

This correspondent, in stronger terms 
even than have been employed by Mr. Stan- 
ley or others who have discussed this ques- 
tion, deplores and condemns idleness among 
the able-bodied men of his own race and of 
the white race as well. 

The point he makes—and the whole 
point of all that has been said or written 
about it—is simply this: That every man, 
white or black, who Is physically able to 
work ought to be working. He ought to be 
working to a purpose, and producing some- 
thing that will count on the side of the 
country and humanity In this war. 

Whoever he is, rich or mendicant, white 
or black, and wherever he is, if he fails to 
work by his own volition he should be made 
to work under compulsion. 

And if the existing law is insufficient—if 
» it does not clothe the officials with all the 
:. authority needed to round up the idlers and 
* make them work—then, the sooner the va-

GERMAN MORALS IN WAR TIME 
BY BLANCHE SLOCUM 


(Copyright, 1918, for The Atlanta Constitution.) 


(Ninth of the series of fifteen articles 
by Miss Blanche Slocum, of Oak Park, who 
left Germany last January and arrived home 
on March 28. Her experiences and observa- 
tions in Berlin and elsewhere in Germany, 
where she resided as a music student, are 
the most recent of any accessible to the 
American people.) 

Over and over again I am asked to tell 
if there is “any truth’—Americans  inva- 
riably put it that way—in reports that the 
birth rate in Germany is being increased 
by government orders carried out with en- 
tire disregard of conventional morality. Sto- 
ries to that effect have been widely circu- 
lated here, I find. Many Americans believe 
them. Many more half believe them. 

In Germany I heard similar stories about 
France. They were lies—or, more precisely, 
legends—and so, in my opinion, are the sto- 
ries about Germany. Four years and a half 
I lived there, quitting German soil only in 
January, 1918. Neither in the papers nor 
in conversation with Germans of all classes 
did I run upon anything calculated to sup- 
port the legends. As a considerable pro- 
portion of the Germans I was in contact with 
detested the German imperial government 
and delighted to bring all manner of ac- 
cusations against it, I feel that silence on 
this point was very significant. No such 
official onslaught on morals could be ac- 
complished without the knowledge of Ger- 
mans in general. Knowing that fact, if 
fact it were, they would be in a mood to 
proclaim it far and wide. . 

German Stage Not Changed. 

Then, too, I hear that Americans read a 
German tirade against the “shameless nudi- 
ties” permitted on the stage in war time 
and stories that Germany encourages lax 
morality by allowing women to call them- 
selves Frau instead of Fraulein whenever 
such trickery would save them from dis- 
grace. As for the “shameless nudities,” I 
think the tirade must have proceeded from 
some German prude, for the German stage 
of war time is not different in this respect 
from the German stage of peace time, 

But the measures taken to legitimize the 
children of irregular unions are real. ‘While 
JI am not certain that the German govern- 
ment has actually sanctioned the substitu- 
tion of Frau for Fraulein in such instances, 
there was talk of it. Some Germans ap- 
proved the plan as a way of bewefiting the 
children. That the evil had somewhat in- 
creased during the war was admitted. But 
no one looked upon it as a device for en- 
couraging lax relations. They were deplored 
by public sentiment as heartily as before 
the war. 

Meanwhile the government has been tak- 
ing steps to make marriage a great deal 
easier than it was. Couples who formerly 
allowed red tape to stand between them and 
an official recognition of their union, see 
the red tape greatly cut down. They can 
now marry. And in cases where class dis- 
tinctions formerly prevented marriage, the 
war has put a new face on the situation. 

An army officer, say, has for years been 
the head of an unsanctioned family, the 
mother of his children belonging to a class 
inferior to his own. Before the war, mar- 
riage would have entailed his social ruin. 
Today he can risk it. Aware that he may 
be killed, he desires to bestow his name upon 
his children and social comsequences no 
longer weigh with him as they did. 

“Lying! Cheating! Stealing!” 

Nobody pretends that, looked at in the 
large, morality in Germany has been bene- 
fited by the war. German wives are not 
necessarily more circumspect because their 
husbands have gone to the front. Hunger 
is not necessarily a preventive of evil-doing 
for hire. But I failed to observe in warring 
Germany the outward proof that vice had 
increased, nor did I hear that it had. What 
shocked me was not that particular type 
of moral decline—it may have been there, 
and pretty serious, too, without my know- 
ing it—but rather a grave and very general 
decline in German honesty. The lying! The 
cheating! The stealing! \ ' 

In their lasting effect on character, these 
things will perhaps turn out to be the most 
serious calamity brought upon the Germans 
by this war. It is possible to check vice 
by mending the conditions that breed vice. 
It is possible to abolish hate. The hate that 
now embitters Germany has been instilled 
by the German government. It is artificial, 
forced. The German soldiers are already 
getting over it; one said to me, “When you 
face those poor devils in the opposite trench 
and know they are suffering just as you 
are, you quit hating them.” When soldiers 
tell of the monstrous things they have been 
required to do to their enemies, they are in 
no gloating mood. 

French Women Made to Work. 

An officer said: “I was required to col- 
lect French women for our munition facto- 
ries—the most cruel thing I ever heard of! 
Yet I should have been shot for refusing, 
and then somebody else would have taken 
my place at the job.” Yet, while vice is not 
inevitably beyond such measure of cure and 


while hate is not inevitably long lived, dis- 
honesty strikes deep and lasts and, instead 
of getting better as time passes, bids fair to 
get worse. 

Germans lie to the food administration 
about food, to the fuel administration about 
fuel, to the clothes administration about 
clothes. They said to me: “Isn't it awful 
the way we are forced to lie?” and it was 
clear that they were learning a new art. 
Some have made remarkable progress. It 
hardly stimulates truthfulness when, in or- 
der to be sure that you are not making but- 
ter, the police lock your churn. On the oth- 
er hand, it hardly stimulates honesty to 
know that, when the food administration 
demands all your milk at milking time, you 
can sneak out and milk your cows at noon. 

According to law, a farmer must sur- 
render the whole product of his farm and 
get back only a dab. Is it surprising if 
he hides a part and says he has surrendered 
all? 

Lie About Food Supply. 

To be sure, nobody I heard of was hiding 
copper boilers or the brass doors of stoves 
while the metal collection was in progress. 
Stove doors and copper boilers were too big. 
And there were mighty few slackers among 
men of army age, though I knew of one 
who feigned deafness and of another who 
had an old scar on his foot and developed a 
most serviceable and convincing limp. But 
the opportunities to evade the conservation 
laws as regards foods, clothing, and fuel are 
rapidly transforming the German people into 
first class liars and cheats. 

Meanwhile, autocracy breeds hypocrites— 
sham loyalists who stand up for the govern- 
ment in their talk though bitterly detesting 
it in their hearts—and, by reason of the ter- 
rible privations autocracy has brought upon 
the German people by plunging them into 
war, it breeds thieving. Burglaries increase. 
There are occasional amazing cases of high- 
way robbery. At the very time when little 
remains in Germany to steal, stealing is 
most prevalent, for the little that remains 
is so precious and the thieves are in dire 
want. They break into houses to carry 
off old garments. Clothes lines are no long- 
er safe. One night a woman was set upon 
in the street and robbed of her shoes, stock- 
ings, and long coat. 

People Hate Government. 

Such behavior on the part of formerly 
law-abiding Germans—the lying, the cheat- 
ing, the thieving—is not merely gone about 
because the Germans think they have to lie 
and cheat and steal. They do so think, but 
underneath it adil lies another and far more 
revolutionary idea. These people hate the 
government, and take a secret pleasure in 
outwitting it. They hate the rich and de- 
light to rob them; never before was the 
rancor of the masses against the classes so 
savage. 

When war brings semi-starvation it 
brings a great nervousness, a great irrita- 
bility, a great inclination toward jealousy 
and hate. The German masses Know that 
the rich eat goose. They see fortunes quick- 
ly made in “substitutes” that are another 
name for swindles. They see prosperity 
strut and swagger while they themselves 
endure incredible hardship. 

The world has long witnessed the rancor 
of masses against classes, but never before 
the rancor of such nervous, irritable, jealous 
masses in Germany against classes whose lot 
is so happy by comparison with downright 
heartbreaking wretchedness. And it is not 
only the contrast that counts. It is also 
and more especially the knowledge among 
the German masses that this war was de- 
sired by the German classes and that it is 
still kept going by the classes and that in 
many a glaring instance the classes are 
profiting by it. 

Masses Lack Leaders. 

I think back, sometimes, to the Germany 
I knew before the war—a Germany thriv- 
ing in the main and a Germany in the main 
contented. Not free, to be sure, but not 
longing for freedom. Gassing about social- 
ism now and then, but by no means burn- 
ing to overthrow the Hohenzollerns. All in 
all, a cheerful, genial, honest Germany very 
strange to recall in this the terrible fourth 
year of war. What changes have come since 
then! What changes may yet come! For 
the lying and cheating and thieving mean a 
lot more than a mere obedience to grim but 
passing necessity. There is malice in them. 

Sooner or later—later, probably—the 
malice will have its way. Under. circum- 
stances far less provocative, Germans rose 
up against their masters in 1848. They 
failed to win fréedom. But they had not 
been trained as yet in the philosophy of rev- 
olution. They are getting their training 
now. Every He, every swindle, every theft 
serves as practice in rebellion and, while 
the German masses lack leaders thus far, 
they do not lack the impuse toward ligerty, 
and who knows how long they will continue 
to lack Téaders? The next revolution—not 
to be reckoned with during this war, I be- 
lieve—will be no half-hearted repetition of 
1848. 


| Make Idlers and Loafers 


Work, Says Negro Editor 
In Strong Statement 


Editor Constitution: That idling and 
loitering among negro men in Atlanta have 
become a public nuisance and a menace te 
the safety and the sanctity of our homes is 
an indisputable fact. That the officers of the 
law are slack in the enforcement of the pro- 
visions of the law which provide against 
vagrancy is another fact that is indisputa- 
ble. We have thousands of negro men in At- 
lanta who do not work and have no visible 
means of support, but wear better clothes 
than those who labor. The poolrooms, cor- 
ners and other hovels where idlers frequent 
are overflowing each day with idlers and 
loiterers who ought to be put to work. If 
they do not have the industry and push to 
work as freedmen, the law should take 
charge of them and work them as bondmen. 

The ov} mills and other.factories in the 
community are resorting to women. Women 
arenow doing the work inthe mills at men’s 
wages, wearing overalls as men, while negro 
men fill the poolrooms, dives and streets, 
shooting pool and craps, and engaged in 
other mischievous pastime. 

There is no place in the economy of 
American welfare for idlers and loafers, The 
country is facing the most menacing peril 
in the history of its independence. The flow- 
er of American manhood is being drafted, 
trained and drilled for military service in a 
foreign land. The people are being taxed, 
and they willingly contribute for the support 
of our men in uniform. The liberty of all 
the people in the world is at stake, and every 
country that believes in freedom is taxed 
to the limit both tn man-power and in re- 
sources necessary to carry on the war. And 
Atlanta is recreant to its duty so long as 
thousands of able-bodied men, white and 
black, infest the poolrooms, dives and other 
places for loafers and consume what work- 
ing men and women produce that should go 
to the soldiers. 

‘Every man in America” should be made 
to produce something. If a man does not 
work, he should not be permitted to eat 
If the supplies which are consumed in this 
country by the men who do not work were 
conserved for the benefit of the soldiers, there 
would be no question about feeding not on!\ 
every working man in America and every 
soldier in uniform, but we would have more 
than enough to supply the allies who hav: 
no opportunity to produce for the suppor’ 
of their soldiers because of the reign of 
terror created by the kaiser throughout 
Europe. 

Commissioner of LAbor Stanley made a 
good suggestion the other day, and we heard 
of no remedy that would be more effective 
in breaking up idling and loafing in the cits 
Close every poolroom in the city from 46 
o'clock in the morning to 6 o'clock in the 
evening. Open them up at 6 o’clock in the 
evening and close them up at 10 o'clock in 
the evening, and the thousands of loafers 
who infest them, both white and black, would 
have to stand out in the street, where they 
would be more easily apprehended by the 
officers of the law than when hid in pool- 
rooms sitting around on boxes and empty 
barrels. There should be no seats permitted 
in the ordinary cold-drink stands in certain 
districts of the city. We have‘no reférenc: 
to drug stores, ice cream parlors and other 
places where ladies and gentlemen congre- 
gate for refreshments, but we speak of suet; 
places run by foreigners for the rougl, ¢le- 
ment of both races. Their customers should 
be made to take their drinks and pass on. 
No games of any kind should be permitted in 
these places. 

Why should women be donned in overalls 
at the Buckeye Cotton mills, the Southern 
Oil mill, guano factories and on the rail- 
roads doing heavy work, while able-bodied 
men are idling and loitering in poolrooms, 
dives and other places of questionable char- 
acter? There are walking blind tigers whu 
frequent these places and supply strong 
drink in violation of the prohibition law. 

Every man who walks the streets, if 
there is any question about his employment, 
should be made to prove that he is engaged 
in helpful and useful employment at least 
six hours six days a week. Whers an indi- 
vidual cannot prove that he is s9 employed, 
he should be given employment in the stock- 
ade or on the public roads. 

The man who does not produce should not 
be permitted to eat what other men produce. 
No loafer or idler should be permitted tu 
consume any food that could servs the sol- 
diers and the allies. There are ample law. 
on the books, if the officers would enforce 
them. to drive every loafer out of the city. 

The most common laborer can earn $2 a 
day. Two dollars a day is common pay fur 
unskilled labor in this community, and there 
is no excuse for any man idling and loiter- 
ing. The man who does not work does not 
want to work, and he should not be permit- 
ted to eat or remain in the community. He 
should be put to work or run out. 

America needs every resource, whether it 
is man-power, water-power, or otherwise, tuo 
meet the German peril. It ia a shame that 
the factories, munition plants and other in- 
dustries contributing to the winning of the 
war must resort to woman-power while men 
of both races loaf and refuse to work at re- 
munerative pay. Let the authorities get to- 
gether and decree it that the man who does 
not work shall not eat or remain in the com- 
munity.

HEALTH TALKS 


FETOR ORIS. 

“What,” pleads a desperate office man, 
“what is it that makes a man’s breath 
strong enough to carry across a hall and 
through two oak doors? There is a person 
in our establishment with a breath that 
nothing under the sun would stop, I verily 
believe.” 

It is most likely fetor oris. 
terrible disease—for its victims. 

Fetor oris is attributed by the mere 
laity to a bad stomach, which is about the 
rarest of all causes. About the only stomach 
trouble that is marked by a foul breath is 
dilated stomach, the result of some obstruc- 
tion. Torpid liver costiveness are rarely, if 
ever, concerned. 

Dry nasal “catarrh’—atrophic rhinitis or 
ozena—is a common cause of a heinous 
breath. Certain cases of sinusitis, particu- 
larly ethmoiditis, are accompanied with a 
bad breath and fortunately or unfortunate- 
ly, according to who has it, the odor is often 
noticed by the subject of the disease himself. 

Retained matter in the crypts or follicles 
of the tonsils is a frequent explanation of 
fetor oris. 

Pyorrhoea is a famous cause of a deadly 
breath. A great many perfectly upright 
citizens carry about with them such a 
breath, and wonder why their friends are 
always in a hurry to catch a train. 

Decayed teeth and unhygienio or cheap 
dentures in the mouth are likely to cause 
an evil odor. After all, cheap dentistry is 
a luxury none but’ the independent can 
afford. A lovely young woman—taking her

heart broken by an ardent young man who 
just simply couldn’t steel himself to stick 
it out and wouldn’t consider wearing a gas 
mask. The girl had made the mistake of 
looking upon the profession of dentistry as 
a business with bargain days. 

Adenoids in young adulta may produce 
an unpleasant odor in the breath. 

Lung tuberculosis sometimes causes a 
bad breath. In persons with chronic bron- 
chitis complicated with dilated bronchial 
tubes (bronchiectasis) an exceedingly foul 
odor may arise from the retention of mat- 
ter in the cavities, 

Calomel, when taken frequently, as in 
the official compound cathartic pill, is likely 
to produce an evil breath. 

On the whole, fetor oris Is rather a good 
thing. It tends to call attention to the 
need of hygiene or looking after the indi- 
vidual’s health,

N-FIXING BILL 
NEED CAUSE NO ALAR 


Emerson Measure Hasn’t a 
Ghost of Chance of Being 
Passed.

Washington, April 19.—( Special. )— 
have re- 
ceived today by members of congress 
from the cotton belt, resulting from the 
bill introduced by Emerson, of Ohio, 
proposing to fix the maximum price of 
raw cotton at 20 cents 

There is no occasion for alarm. The 
introduction of a bill simply means the 
work of writing it, and then 
dropping of the written indorse- 
ment into the hopper. Several thousand 
are introduced each session that are 
not even read before the committees 
to wWich they are referred. 

At this time of the year, immediately 
preceding the summer congressional 
primaries, a great many members play 
politics by ridiculous measures with 
no hope of enactment, nut for the pur- 
pose of framing up alleged political 
records upon which to wage their per- 
sonal campaigns. 

Emerson, the author of this cotton 
fixing bill, is a republican, and no one 
knows better than he the fate which 
awaits it and the purpose of its itntro- 
duction. If congress should seriously 
contemplate the fixing of either a maxi- 
mum or a minimum on cotton, a Dill 
to that effect would have to be. born 
in the committee rooms as an admin- 
istration or essential war measure. As 
it is there is no reason to believe that 
any such legislation is contemplated. 
Neither the agricultural committee of 
the house or of the senate will recom- 
mend such a measure and certainty not 
without including all the cotton manu- 
factured products and all other mer- 
chantable agricultural commodities. 

Cotton growers in the south need not 
be apprehensive of the so-called Emer- 
son bill.

DATES ANNOUNCED 
FOR RATE HEARINGS 


Citizens and Council Dele- 
gations Will Appear Before 
the Railroad Commission 
When Petitions Are Con- 
sidered by Commission. 


On three successive days the Georgia 
railroad commission will hear the cases 
of three public utility companies pe- 
titioning for rate increases that will 
affect all of north Georgia and a large 
part of middle Georgia. The dates set 
are as follows: 

May 21, petition of the Georgia Rail- 
way and Power company. 

May 22, petition of the Atlanta Gas 
Light company. 

May 23, petition of the Centra] Geor- 
gia Electric company. 

On these dates citizens and council 
delegations from more than fifty mu- 
nicipalities will appear before the com- 
mission with arguments for and against 
rate changes which, coming at this 
time, are believed to be more drastic 
and far-reaching than any proposed in 
recent years. 

Must Notify People. 

The Georgia Railway and Power 
company has been served with notice 
that it must apprise the people in all 
communities affected by its proposed 
increases of the details of that in- 
crease. Newspapers in one list of 
cities must carry notices to this effect, 
while the mayors and councils must 
receive copies of the petitions. In an- 
other group of municipalities, the may- 


ors only, and not the newspapers, will 
be notified, this being done because 
this latter group of communities buys 
power from the petitioner each city on 
its own account, the power later to be 
sold by the city to the consumers. 

The cities affected by this order in- 
clude, in the first class. Atlanta,

It was Friday pointed out by Prince 
Webster, rate expert of the railroad 
commission, that the proposed rate in- 
creases, if authorized by the railroad 
commission and not prevented by any 
other agency, would have the effect of 
changing every contract made with 
the petitioning companies. A corpo- 
ration, pms contracted for power at 
the old rate for some ten years, would 
under the new ruling proposed to be 
made, be liable to the new rates for 
the rest of that ten years. For this 
reason it is not proposed that any of 
such companies shall be caught nap- 
ping, but that all may be informed and 
privileged to present their case. 


Street Car Situation. { 


That it is possible for other agencies 
to prevent the rate increases, notwith- 
standing their authorization. by the 
railroad commission, has been pointed 
out by the case of the city of At- 
lanta where an ordinance of.the city 
government established the street car 
fare rate, which is one of the rates 
proposed to be raised. 

On this subject two opinions have 
already been resented, 
city attorney, James Il 
another, announced Friday, nn & 
Broyles, and purporting to come from 
Judge Hines. 

This latter opinion developed about 
two years ago when Mr. Broyles took 
before the railroad commission a pe- 
tition for a change in the street car 
fares of Atlanta. The commission ask- 
ed the opinion of Judge Hines, its at- 
torney, as to whether it had authority 
to supersede a city ordinance and, on 
that occasion, the opinion returned, as 
uoted by Mr. Broyles, was that the or- 

inance fixing car fares in Atlanta was 
a valid subsisting contract in the mean- 
ing of the act of the regan passed 
in 1917, which specifically restrains the 
commission from interfering in such 
cases. 

C. Murphey Candler, chairman of the 
railroad commission, would not discuss 
his own or any other opinion upon this 
subject because, as he said, “I am led 
to believe that this is one of /the ques- 
tions I shall be called upon;to decide 
in my capacity as a member of this 
commission, and am keqping my 
mind clear.” .
